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BATTLESHIPS FIGURE IN 


BATTLE AT 


NEWPORT, R. I. 


Newport, R. I., September 2, 1 a.. m.— 
From out of the darkness a_ hostile 
squadron made up of the battleships 
Kearsarge and Indiana and the gunboats 
Eagle and Scorpion, together with the 
fleet of six torpedo boats, last night at-

Local Cashier of Plant System Inter- 
viewed About Rumor. 
Brunswick. Ga.. September 24.—(5pe- 
cial.)}—Street rumor has for several days 
aceused local Cashier Mark Verdery, of 
the Plant system. with a shortage fn 
his accounts.

Their 
inspection was supvlemented by a sub- 
sequent investigation assisted in by H. C, 
Prince. comptroller of the Plant system, 
and Representative Russell, of the Guar- 
anty Company of North America, in 
which Mr. Verdery is bonded. These ins 
vestigationa are alleged to have confirm- 
ed the apwgarent shortage disclosed at the 

first investigation. ; 

In an interview today Auditor Harrai- 
son stated that he could not say that 
there was a shortage, or even an appa- 
rent shortage; in fact, the interview dis- 
elosed nothing either for or against Mr. 
Verdery. Therefore, to date, street ru- 
mor is ajl that can be quoted. These 
rumors have reached Mr. Verdery's cars 

in response to a request for a state- 
ment he gave out the following tonight: 

“Yes. I understand rumors are afidat 
to the effect that my accounts as local 
cashier of the Plant system are short 
several thousand dollars, and I can only 
Bay that I know nothing of it. I have 
lived in Brunswick seventeen years and 
in all 
live an honest, upright life. 1 have been 
economical in my home life. I. have 
never speculated in the slightest degree, 
and am convinced that if 1 wera dbie to 
be at my office I could explain things 
that now appear mysterious. However, 
if l am short I will endeavor to pay every 
cent of it.”’

TRINITY RIVER STILL RISING. 


Highest Point Reachei Since 1890 
Now Attained. 

Dallas, Tex., September 24.—The Trinity 
river is higher today than it has been 
since 188%, when it broKe all records. The 
water tonight lacks only six feet of reach- 
ing the 1890 mark, and is still rising, As 
heavy rains fell last night and yester- 
day on the Elm fork, West fork and the 
Clear fork, all of them emptying into the 
Trinity above Dallas, the probability is 
that the stream will go past the 189% mark 
some time tonight. No lives have been lost 
in the immediate vicinity of Dallas, but 
cotton and live stock, notably sheep and 
hogs. have suffered heavily. The county 
commissioners of Dallas county met to- 
day. They estimate the loss of county 
bridges at $25,000 independent of the nu- 
merous small bridges and the street dam- 
ages in the county of Dallas, which will 
be nearly if not quite as much. The item 
of damage to roads and bridges .alone in 
the dozen or more counties affected in 
northern Texas cannot fall short of 
$250,000. A bulletin received here this eyen- 
ing from Fowler in Bosque county, says: 

“Brazos river out of its banks; higher 
than in twelve years and going higher. 
Big rise will reach Waco tonight.’’ 

Fowler is fifty miles north of Waco. 


ALL BRIDGES ARE SWEPT AWAY 


Cattle and Crops Destroyed by the 
Rise in the Colorado. 
Houston, Tex., September 24.—A special 
to The Post from Goldthwaite says that 
there has been no loss of life, but that 
the rise in the Colorado has swept all 
bridges away and destroyed cattle and 
crops. Many houses have been destroyed 
and a hundred families are homeless.

No Lives Were Lost in the Pecan

Heuston, Tex., September 24 —The town 
of Brownwood has not been seriously 
damaged by the overflow of Pecan bayou 
nor have any lives been lost. The water 
flooded the town and some damage result- 
ed from this cause. Trains will be run- 
ning through tomorrow over both the 
Santa Fe and the Rio Gra ne. The rise in 
the Trinity has not yet reached the lower 
river and the people in the towns have 
been warned by the papers. There are a 
few telegraph stations along the course

Frankfort, Ky., September 24.—The ar- 


| cument to the jury in the case of Jim 


Howard, charged with being a principal 
in the murder of William Goebel, began 
this afternoon and will conclude tomor- 
row morning. Carlo Little opened the ar- 
gument for the defense. He argued that 
the testimony of Culton and other self- 
confessed conspirators was unworthy of 
belief and that the word of Howard him- 
self should go further with the jury, as 
he claimed to be innocent and the state 
had failed to prove him guilty. In ad- 
dressing the jury Little referred to Goe- 
bel at all times as “‘Governor Goebel,”’ in 
the most respectful manner, and con- 
demned the murder in the most vigorous 
language, but appealed to the jury to be 
sure not to punish an innocent man. He 
said he did n@& doubt the shot was fired 
from the secretary of state’s office, but 
there was no proof that Howard was in 
there. 

Colonel T. C, Campbell made the first 
speech for the prosecution. The burden 
of his argument was that Howard’s de- 
fense, an alibi, having been annihilated 
by the evidence of the prosecution, was 
equal to finding him guilty, as there was 
also evidence that he had been discovered 
running away from the building immedi- 
ately after the shooting. He also dwelt 
on Stubblefield’s testimony, which related 
to Howard's alleged confession. Con- 
gressman W. C. Owens closed the case 
tor the defense tonight, and Judge Wil- 
liams will conclude for the prosecution 
tomorrow.

Al] along the Colorado water- 
sheds very heavy rains have fal‘en dur- 
ing the past four days and the rise re- 
ported coming down now is twenty feet 
higher than the one that broke the Austin 
dam and wrecked the city’s light and 
power plant last April. It is expected 
that the adyance of this great rise will 
sweep by Austin about midnight and all 
parties in the lowiands to the south. of 
the city and all points reached by either 
telegraph or te'gp>hone were coOmmuni- 
eated with by tire governor with the 
warning to escape before the flood ar- 
rives.

Louisville, Ky., September 24.—Dr. Pres- 
ton Brown Scott, a distinguished phys!- 
clan, and surgeon general of the United 
Confederate Veterans,died today at.an in- 
firmary in this city of typhoid fever. He 
was sixty-elght years old. The funeral will 
take place tororrow afternoon and the 
interment will be private at Frankfort. 

Dr. Scott was the first public school 
pupil in Kentucky. The first of his family 
in this state was John Scott, who fought 
as a lieutenant at Kings mountain, After 
settling in Bolivar county, Mississippi, Dr. 
Scott returned to Louisville, and in 1861 
was made surgeon of the Fourth Ken- 
tucky, confederate states of America. He 
was later surgeon on the staff of Gener- 
al Joseph E. Johnston, and also on the 
staff of General Leon'das Polk, who put 
him in general charge of the military hos- 
Ppitals of Mississippi and Alabama. 

Dr. Scott was a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee and marfied Miss Jane 
CC. Campbell, of Jackson, Tenn. Among 
the children of this union are Mrs. F, L. 
Woodruff, formerly Miss Jane Porter 
Scott, of Ensley, Ala.; Campbell S¢cott, 
secretary and general manager of the C. &

WHAT HE SAW IN OLD WORLD 


Talk With G. Gunby Jordan About 
His Trip to Europe. 


Columbus, Ga., September 20.—(Spectal.) 
Mr. G. Gunby Jordan, the president of 
the Eagie and Phenix mills, who has just 
returned from Europe, speaks very !in- 
terestingly about his trip, He and his son, 
Mr. Curtis Jordan, left this city in the 
early part of July and have been gine 
two months, visiting England, France, 
Switzerland and other European covun- 
tries. On their return to New York Mr. 
Curtis Jordan left his father io resume 
his studies at the Boston School of Tech- 
nology and Mr. Jordan returned to this 
city. The Constitution had an account 
of the remarkable reception tendered Mr. 
Jordan by the Eagle and Phenix Club on 
the night of his return. 

Mr. Jordan says that his trip hgd teen 
delightful, recreative and full of instruc- 
tion. He says that he was especially in- 
terested in the Paris exposition. A par- 
ticular feature that appealed to him 
strongly was the ‘“‘social.economy” build- 
ing. in which there was an exhibit of 
methods and ideas relating to the amelio-, 
ration of that class of people who furnish 
the muscle and q great deal of the brain 
of the wor'd, and who often receive many 
of its hardships. He savs that he was 
very much gratified to see that of all the 
countries in the world America and Ene- 
land jead in their efforts to improve and 
help the working people. They are far 
ahead. 

Mr, Jordan says that when he was 
abroad he was glad that he was an 
American and could speak some English. 
Hie says that the American people do not 
realty s%eak English and he thinks that 
the time is coming when there will be a 
separate Ameriéan language, as befitted 
a great and growing nation, and adds 
that he is glad of it. He says that he 
had more trouble in England talking 
English—as it is pronounced there—than 
he had in France and in other countries

What Should We Do in China? 

In the discussion of what we should 
do in China, the government seems to 
be pursuing a course conducive to the 
best interests of the country. 

We did not enter China for conquest: 
we are not now there for that purpose; 
we should get out as soon as possible, 
but we should not abandon the field 
to the other powers. 

The Russian proposition to retire 
from the capital so as to permit of the 
return of the emperor. with whom to 
treat, was on the right line, and the 
adhesion of our own government to it 
is to be commended. It jis a course 
which will lead to peace. a better un- 
derstanding, and an equal status for all 
the governments concerned. The Ger- 
man proposition, seconded by England. 
means such an intrusion upon the in- 
ternal affairs of China as would lead to 
never-ending conflict. 

The German plan, or anything like 
it, can never materialize so long as the 
other governments maintain their part- 
nership in the occupation. What the 
United States has now to maintain is 
that equality of right in any settlement 
which is made, and which it would lose 
if it were to withdraw its military rep- 
resentation in the allied army. The re- 
establishment ,of Chinese authority 
with which to’treat, is the first neces- 
sity; the equality of the United States 
with the most favored nation in such 
treatment is the second, and retreat 
from the territory of a firmly estab- 
lished friendly government would then 
be in order. é 

It is one of the best signs of the 
itimes, showing the true patriotism of 
the American people, that though this 
Chinese cecupation has come about in 
the midst of a presidential campaign, 


its features have been carefully kept 
out of it, so that the administration can 
exercise a free hand in whatever it 
does. In any foreign undertdking there 
must be mistakes committed, of which 
4n opposition party could take notice, 
‘but with that high regard for the pro- 
prieties which distinguishes Mr. Bryan 
he has refused to do so, as such criti- 
cism might be embarrassing to the 
government at a time when it requires 
united sentiment behind it.

THE PASSING THRONG, 


It is in letterg from the survivors of the 
Galveston tragedy that the best stories of 
the calamity’ have been told. Their ac- 
counts of personal experiences have a 
vividness and distinctness that the press 
dispatches have lacked. 

Captain Edward 8. Gay has received 
such a jetter from Charles Vidor, an old 
insurance man who has lived in Galveston 
for the past forty-four years. In part 
the Jetter reads as follows: 

“Of the firm I am perhaps the greatest 
sufferer. I had such an abiding confi- 
dence, having weathered the storms for 
forty-four years on this isiand, that a 
tida] wave in this latitude with a wind 
velocity of from eighty to 120 miles an 
hour could not occur that I never thought 
of such a thing as a torna@> policy. My 
house is standing firm, but badly wreck- 
ed: my outhouses are all gone. The 
house had twenty inches of water on the 
ground floor, which has an elevation of 
about seven feet from the street. All of 
the windows on the east and south side 
were broken and the house flooded. 

“T have a west ell which was uninjured 
and where we stayed during the hurri- 
cane. 

“No one can have any conception of the 
awful depression prevailing during a 
storm of this kind. Utter darkenss hung 
like a pall over the city. When morning 
dawned everywhere dead bodies could be 
seen floating. The feeling of horror can- 
not be described. One wonders how any 
escape was possible. Captain, you and 
I have seen the dead on battle fields, but 
nothing like this. Trucks, drays and 
wagons are picking up the dead and cart- 
ing them to be dumped in the bay, white 
and black all mixed up, but thank God, 
unrecognizable. 

“T estimate the loss to the community 
at about $15,000,000, with over 6,000 deaths. 
From a cursory inspection ninety blocks 
have been swept clean of song 2,000

American Bible Society Receives a 
Letter from China. 

New York, September 24.—The American 
Bible Society has received a letter from 
its «gent, the Rev. John Hykes, dated 
Shanghai, August 15th, which in part fol- 
lows: 

“The viceroys of the ceutral and south- 
ern provinces have made themselves re- 
sponsible for any property destroyed with- 
in their viceroyalties. We have had books 
destroyed in this part of China, and | am 
bringing in ciaims which will probably 
be paid. 

“We dare colporteurs, 
to do so, would mean starvation and 
massacre. Already some of them have 
had their whole families exterminated and 
their property destroyed. l tear that 
many of them are dead. I[ cannot speak 
too highly of the magnificent heroism of 
these men. They have faced danger and 
death with a calmness -:hat has amazed 
me. They have never flinched in the per- 
formance of their duty, and | Know the 
scelety will be glad to have me stand 
by them while this time of trial lasts. 

“We now know that the members of 
the Presbyterian mission at Pe Ting Fu 
were killed on the night of June 3th. 
Roman Catholics were butchered on the 
same day. The property of both was 
destroyed. 

‘‘A heavy rain storm stopped the vile 
vork of the inhuman wretches who were 
reveling in the slaughter of helpless wo- 
men and innocent little children, but they 
attacked the Americaa board and the 
China inland missions the next day, July 
lst. Mr. Pitkin was shot dead while he- 
rcically defending the women of his mis- 
sion. Misses Morrell and Gould, of Port- 
lend, Me., were then captured and taken 
to the boxer headquarters and executed. 
Mr. Bagnall was killed near a temple. 
How the others met their death is un- 
known. All natives in any way connected 
with foreigners met a like fate 

‘The situation in the valley of the 
Yang Tse and the south is increasingly 
critical. The attitude of the viceroys is 
becoming. very doubtful. Chang Shih 
Tucng and the governor of Hu Peh have 
just issued a proclamation which is in- 
tended to incite the people to massacre 
the native Christians -r make them re- 
cant. Chapels are being destroyed and 
native Christians robbed and persecuted 
every day in many places in the Yang Tse 
valley and apparently no effect is being 
n.ade to stop these outrages. I feel that 
we have not yet seen the end of this 
struggle to get rid of the hated foreigner. 
It is quite possible that we have only 
seen the beginning of it.”’ 

Mention is mate in another letter of the 
th, from the same writer, of outrages 
upon refugees in Shan si province. One 
ycung woman was kiled »dutright on the 
jcurney, and another was forced to travel 
with her braii exposed, the flesh having 
been cut from hes head. 

Three unmarried women who were ship- 
wreeked had to wade ashore in water to 
their necks. They were then stripped of 
their clothing and forced te march in 
that condition sixty miles. They walked 
two days and nights without stopping. 

A missionary in a city in Kwei Chau 
province was beaten eighteen times and 
robbed of all he had. His injuries may 
end fatally. At best, he is a cripple for 
life. 

Chinese Legation Unguarded. 


Washington, September 24.—The detec- 
tives’ who have been on duty at the Chi- 
nese legation for about two months today 
returned to headquarters, there being 10 
further necessity in the judgment of Ma- 
ior Svivester, chief of police, and Mr.

The need of a deep water channel at 
Apalachicola has been recognized ever 
Since the town became a port, three- 
quarters of a century ago. In those ear- 
ly days there was great hope of a steady 
line of steamers plying between New Or- 
leans and Apalachicola. <A line was es- 
tablished between Columbus and Apa- 
lachicola as early as 1829 and the gulf 
line would have made the chain eom- 
plete. An _ obstacle was encountered, 
however, at the mouth of the river. On 
account of the shallowness of the chan- 
nel gulf steamers could not come up to 
the wharves of the town, and it was 
necessary to carry the freight from the 
river to the gulf boats, and vice versa 
by lighters, a distance of twenty-five 
miles. This was both dangerous and un- 
satisfactory. 

A year or two ago a line of steamers 
was established between Mobile and Apa- 
lachicola, and freight was 
on a scale ndt attempted before.

Now the vessels come within six 
miles of a fine harbor and freight is 
transferred at a saving of 650 per cent, 
and not only that, but the work of tow- 
ing can be carried on all the time, where- 
as, under the old conditions, there were

dangerous to attempt it. The United 
States engineers have recommended that 
this channel be completed to Apalachi- 
cola, eighteen feet low water. 

Mr. J. E. Grady, president of the board 
of trade of Apalachicola, has just writ- 
ten a letter to Mayor Chappell suggest- 
ing that a united effort of Chattahoochee 
river interests be made to have the gov- 
ernment make another appropriation so 
as to complete the work. He suggested 
a convention of parties interested at 
some convenient point along the river. 
Mayor Chappell has just mailed his reply. 
He suggested that steps be taken to 
form an association of interests under 
the title quoted above, and that the 
members be prepared to spend both 
time and money to further its objects. 
He suggested that an organized effort be 
made to get the members of the river 
and harbor committee of congress to visit 
Columbus between the presidential elec- 
tion and the convening of congress and 
take a trip down the river. As soon as 
the committee met, after the convening 
of congress, he suggested that a strong 
committee go before it to present the 
needs of an appropriation. 

This will probably be the direction 
given the matter by the Columbus, Apa- 
lachicola and river interests at interme- 
diate points. It is really thought that 
the opening of West Pass (the channel 
to be deepened) is in good shape. The 
proposed work has been surveyed and 
recommended. 

Some idea of the importance of deep 
water at Apalachicola can be gained when 
it is stated that it will slash freight 
rates at Columbus nearly half in two.

New York, September 22.—The triumphal 
Prcgeress cf the cotton bulls received a check 
this week. Prices everywhere have shown a 
decided reactionary tendency and important 
declines are recorded. The depressing influ- 
erces have been an increase in the movement 
of supplies, heavy offerings of spots. by the 
south, an evident determination of spinners 


to curtail the operation of their mills and a 
\conviction that ihe preant increase of receipts 
is but the forerunner of a staggeringly heavy 
movement in the immediate future. Undes 
these !nfluences liquidation became very gen- 
eral and, notwithstanding that southern ad- 
vices are now beginning to point to a moderate 
crop, the market declined over $3 per bale.

INDIVIDUAL STOCKS WEAK 


Combined with Announcement of a 
Small Failure Checkei Advanc- 
ing Tendency—Closed with

New York, September 24.—The market found 
some support from sundry causes at times to- 
day and prices were at one time lifted to a 
level quite substantially over that of Saturday 
at the close. Weakness persisted in some in- 
dividual stecks, and the announcement of a 
small failure in the afternoon put a stop to 
advancing tendency of prices so that the closing 
was heavy and dull with only a few net gains 
remaining. The special points of weakness were 
People’s Gas and Brooklyn Transit, the former 
dropping below 83 before the close and the 
latter touching 48, both being the low prices 
on the present movement. This late weakness 
had a sympathetic effect elsewhere among the 
specialties, Tobacco, Sugar and the New York 
public utilitles being notably affected. The 
steel stocks were prominent in the early 
strength of the market on account of a settle- 
ment for the coming year of the schedule of 
wages. Several stocks in the group were 
marked up from | to [%. Tennessee Coal came 
under pressure on the advance and was mark2d 
down 4 points, but rallied over a point ani 
closed with a net loss of 1%. The whole 
group yielded to some extent with the later 
weakness in the market. The rally in the 
market was due in no small part to covering 
demand from the shorts antl to the absence 
from the board room of some of the influen- 
tial bear traders on account of the Jewish 
holiday. The resumption of mining in some 
of the coal mines had a rather bracing effect 
on the market. and published estimates of the 
avallable reserves of coal already mined de- 
tracted somewhat from uneasiness over the 
effects of the strike, but there was no radical 
change in the spirit of the speculation, and 
the undertone of sentinfent continued decidedly 
apprehensive of the future of the money mar- 
ket. The failure of a stock exchange firm was 
unimportant in itself, but the exhaustion of 
customers’ margins and their failure to extend 
them, which was assigned as the cause, at- 
tracted some attention.

She was born in Richmond, Va., but 
when she was only four or five vears of 
age herself and her mother were hbrourht 
to Georgia by a speculator in the slave 
trade by the name of “Bob Ramsey,” and 
sold to Mr. William Howard, whose plan- 
tation was locate! twelve miles south of 
Thomasville, in Thomas county. She tells 
a pathetic tale of the separation of her- 
self and mother from her father, who was 
held in Virginia or probably sold to some 
one else in another part of the land. Any 
way, neither of them ever saw him from 
the day they were taken away and start- 
ed on their journey to their new home and 
master in Georgia, 

At the time of the surrender Millie 
girl of about twelve years, 
and in a short time after they were freed 
she and her mother started back to their 
old Virginia home. At DuPont her mother 
was taken sick and died, and she there- 
upon abandoned the trip. 

She tells a deeply interesting story of 
her call to preach the gospel, and of her 
early impressions when a little slave girl 
serving her mistress in Thomas county. 
She would go to church with her master 
and mistress, as was the custom in ante- 
bellum days, and'the preaching of the 
gospel stirred her very soul. She joined 
the church when a girl, but as she ex- 
pressed it, ‘‘didn’t get into the solid 
rock’ until shortly after her marriage to 
Joe Wolf some twenty v2 :1rs ago. 

‘‘My mother has whipned me many a 
time for preaching and singing,”’ said the 
old woman to The Constitution reporter.
